Ojibwe (atau Ojibwa, Ojibway, atau Chippewa), juga 
disebut Anishinaabemowin , adalah bahasa pribumi yang 
tergolong dalam rumpun bahasa A^lgonguinJ^^^^^ Ojibwe 
ditandai dengan serangkaian dialek yang memiliki nama 
lokal dan sistem penulisan (non-pribumi) lokal. Tidak ada 
satu dialek pun yang dianggap lebih unggul dan tidak ada 
sistem penulisan standar yang mencakup semua dialek. 

Dialek-dialek Ojibwe dituturkan di Kanada mulai dari 
Quebec barat daya hingga Ontario, Manitoba, sebagian 
Saskatchewan, dan sejumlah komunitas terluar di 
Alberta,'-^^'-^^ dan di Amerika Serikat mulai dari Michigan 
hingga Wisconsin dan Minnesota, dengan sejumlah 
komunitas di North Dakota dan Montana, serta kelompok 
migran di Kansas dan Oklahoma .^^^^^^ 

Dialek agregat Ojibwe menjadikan Ojibwe bahasa First 
Nations kedua yang paling banyak dituturkan di Kanada 
(setelah Cree) ,^^^ dan keempat di Amerika Serikat atau 
Kanada setelah Navajo , Inuit dan Cree.
